The bill for the suppression of rebellion 
being under consideration in the United 
States Senate, Mr. Breckinridge, of 
Kentucky, said : 

I am quite aware that it is not in order, 
on a motion to postpone a bill, to enter 
into discussion on its merits, and I shall 
not violate what I regard as the parliamen- 
tary rule. I desire, therefore, now to 
make but one or two observations. 

I shall vote to postpone this bill. We 
have had, in my judgment, a great many 
measures of extraordinary and unconstitu- 
tional legislation. I am glad to see the 
Senate slop and stagger before one, and 
that is Senate bill No. 33. I shall vote lor 
the motion, Dot that I am indisposed to 
have the bill aired before the country. I 
would be perfectly willing to tee this’ bill 
discussed. I wish it were published in 
every newspaper in the United States. I 
believe that if that were done, it would 
meet the almost universal condemuatiou 
(uot to employ a stronger term) of the 
people. I regard several bills which we 
have passed as bills for the absolute con- 
fiscation ol all property in the seceded 
Stales, and the endangering of all property 
in most of the adheringStales; and alter we 
have by previous bills made preparation 
and arraogemente for the confiscation ol 
property, this bill, by the most elaborate 
arrangements, provides for the destruction 
of political ami personal rights every- 
wheic. It is a bill, sir, which abolishes, in 
the discretion of the Executive aud of his 
military subordinates, not only the right 
to the writ hnbeax carpus and the right of 
trial by jury before civil tribuuals for 
crimes committed by citizens, but it abso- 
lutely abolishes, at his discretion, all Suite 
goverments, all the judicial, executive, 
and legslative functions of the SLa'.e 
governments, and authorizes subordinate 
military coinmauders to substrate rules 
and regulations at their will for the laws 
of the difierent Commonwealths ol this 
Union, aud practically would operate as 
hardly upon the non-seceded as upon the 
the seceded States. I consider it, there- 
lore, a bill practically to abolish the State 
governments, and every vestige we have 
remaining of political and personal liberty. 
I shall vote fir the postponement; and il 
it is uot postponed, but we enter upon the 
discussion of it, shall take some occasion 
before it passes to enlarge upon these 
ideas. 

I do uot know how the Senate may vote 
upon this question; and I have heard some- 
remarks which have dropped Irom certain 
Senators which have struck me with so 
much surprise, that I desire to say a few 
words in reply to them now. 

This drama, sir, is beginning to open 
before us, and w e begin to catch some idea 
of its magnitude. Appalled by the extent 
of it, and embarrassed by what they see 
before them and around them, the Sena- 
tors who are themselves the most vehe- 
ment iu urging on this course ol events, 
are beginning to quarrel among themselves 
as to the precise way iu which to regu- 
late it. 

The Senator from Vermont objects to 
this bill because it puts a limitation on 
what he considers already existing powers 
on the part of the President, i wish to 
say u tew words presently iu regard to 
some provisions of this bill, and then the 
Senate and the country may j udge of the 
extent of those powers of wuich this bill 
i« u limitation. 

I endeavored, Mr. President, to demon- 
strate a short time nir<», that the w hole ten- 
dency of our proceedings was to trample 
the Constitution under our feet, aud :o 
con luct this contest without the slightest 
regard to its provisions. Everything that 
has occurred 6iuee, demonstrates tbat the 
view I took of thecouduet aud tendency of 
public alt'airs was correct. Already bath 
Houses of Congress have passed a bill vir- 
tually to confiscate all the property in the 
States that have withdrawn, declaring in 
the bill to which I refer that all property 
of every description emplo; e . in any way 
to promote or aid in the insurrection, a6 it 
i- denominated, shall be forfeited and con- 
f seated. I need not say to you, sir, that 
all property of every kina is employed in 
those States, directly or in directly, 'in aid 
of the contest they arc waging, and conse- 
quently that bill is a general confiscation 
of all projieity there. 

A9 if afraid, however, that this general 
lei in might not apply to slave property, it 
adds an additional section. Although ttiey 
were covered by the first section of the 
bill, to make sure of that, however, it adds 
another section, declaring that all persons 
htld to service or labor, who shall be em- 
ployed in any way to aid or promote the 
contest now waging, shall be discharged 
from such service and become free. No- 
thing can be more apparent than that that is 
a general act of emancipation; because all 
the slaves iu that country are employed in 
furnishing the means ot subsistence and 
life to those who are prosecuting the con- 
test; and it is an indirect, but perfectly 
certain, mode of carrying out the purposes 
cautioned in the bill introduced by the 
Senator from Kansas [Mr. Pomeroy’.] It 
is doing under cover and by indirection, 
but, certainly, what he proposes shall be 
done by direct proclamation of the Presi- 
dent. 

Again, sir, to show that all these pro- 
ceedings are characterized by an utter dis- 
regard of the Federal Constitution, what 
is happening around us every day? In the 
State ol New York, some young man has 
been imprisoned by executive authority 
upon no distinct charge, and the military 
crticer having him in charge refused to 
obey the writ of habeas corpus issued by a 
Judge. What is the color of excuse for 
that action iu the State of New York? As 
a Senator said, is New York iu resistance 
to the Government? Is there any danger 
to the stability of the Government the^e? 
Then, sir, what reason will any Senator 
rise and give on this floor for the refusal 
to give to the civil authorities the body of 
a man taken by a military commander in 
the Stale of New York? 

Again: the police commissioners of Bal- 
timore were arrested by military authori- 
ty w ithout any charges whatever. Iu vain 
tnry asked for a specification. Iu vain they 
have tent a respectful protest to the Con- 
gress of the United Slates. In vain the 
House of Representatives, by resolution, 
requested the President to furnish the rep- 
resentatives of the people with the grounds 
of their arrest. He answers the House of 
Representatives that, iu his judgment, the 
public interest does not permit him to say 
why they w ere arrested, on what charges, 
or w hat he has done with them; and you 
call this liberty and law and proceedings 
for the preservation of the Constitution ! 
They have been spirited oil' from one fort- 
ress to another, their locality unkaown, 
aud the President of the United States rc- 
lus. s, upon the application of the most nu- 
merous branch ot the national Legislature, 
to furnish them with the grounds of their 
arrest, or to inform them what he has done 
with them. 

Sir, it was said the other day by the Sen- 
ator from Illinois (Mr. Browniutr) that I 
had assailed the conduct of the Executive 
with vehemence, if uot with malignity. I 
am not aware that I have dene so. I criti- 
cised.with the freedom that belongs to the 
representative of a sovereign State and the 
people, the conduct of the Executive. I 
shall coutioue to do so as long is I hold a 
seat on this floor, when, in my opinion, 
that conduct deserves criticism. Sir, I 
need not say that, in the midst of such 
events as surround us, 1 cou'd not cherish 
personal animosity towards any human be- 
ing. Tow arcs that distinguished officer I 
never did cherish it. Upon the coftrary, 
I think more highly of him, as a man and 
au officer, than I ’do of many who are 



around him. and who, perhaps, guide his 
counsels. 1 deem him to be personally an 
honest man, and I believe that he is 
trampling upon the Constitution of his 
country every day, with probable good 
motives, under tne’ councils of those who 
influence him. But, sir, I have nothing 
now to say about the President. The pro- 
ceedings of Congress have eclipsed the ac- 
tions of the Executive; end If this bill 
shall become a law, the proceedings of the 
President will sink into absolute uothing- 
ue6s in the presence of the outrages upon 
personal and public liberty which have 
been perpetuated by the Congress of the 
United Suites. 

The Scoator from Vermont objects to 
the bill because it puts a limitation upon 
already existing powers. Sir, let us look 
for a moment at the provisions of the bill. 

I shall speak presently of the Senator’s 
notions of the laws of war. The first sec- 
tiou of the bill authorizes the President of 
the United States to declare any of the 
miliury districts in a state of insurrection 
or actual rebelliou against the United 
States. Those military districts are com- 
posed of States and of parts of States. 
When the President shall to declare, and 
he is authorized to do it in his discretion — 
there may, or there mnv not, be insurrec- 
tion or rebellion : the President may say 
there is, aud no man shall challenge his 
assertion — when that is done, the military 
commanders in those respective States or 
military districts shall give notice thereof, 
and what then follows ? It provides ir. t^* 
sect nd section that any military comman- 
der in one of those Slates or districts shall 
make and publish such police rules and 
regulations, conforming as nearly as may 
be to previously existing laws and regula- 
tions — not mere police rules and t emula- 
tions, but just such rules and regulations 
as he may desire, conforming as nearly as 
he may choose, in his discretion, to the 
existing laws of the several States or mili- 
tary districts, “and all the civil authorities 
within said districts shall be bound to carry 
said rules and regulations into effect.” 
They are subordinated, at the d scretion 
of the President, to the dictation of any of 
his subordinate military commanders. 

The third section provides: 

“That if, from any cau-^c whatever, the said 
civil authorities fail to execute the said ran* 
and ri^ulutious*’ — 

So made by this subordinate military 
commander — 

“the said military commander shall cause them 
tobe exscuind anil enforced by the military 
force under his command.” 

The fourth section authorizes, not the 
President, but any military commander iu 
any of these districts, generals, colonels, 
majors, captains — if one of them should ba 
the commander of a military district, in 
his discretion to suspend the writ of habeas 
corpus , and make return that he will not 
obey, to any judge that may issue it. 

Tncn, sir, it any person — not a camp fol- 
lower, uot any one subject to the rules aud 
articles of war — but it auy persou — 

•‘Shall be found in arm* again-t tho United 
Ktatcfc or otlicrwi*e aiding and abetiiug their 
enemies or opposers, within any district of 
country to which it relates, and siiall be taken 
by the forces of the United States, shall be 
cither detained as prisoners for trial on the 
charge of treason or sedition, or other crimes 
and offenses which they may have committed 
whilst resisting the authority of the United 
States; or may, according to the circumstances 
of the ease” — 

This to be judged of by this military 
commander — 

"be at once placed before a court-martial, to 
be dealt with according to the rules of w ar 
iu respect to unorganized and lawless armed 
bands, not recognized tie regular troops.” 

Or iu h's discrriiou may be discharged 
upon parole. The Coustitution of the 
United Skates declares that the crime of 
treason aud all other crimes shall be tried 
by a jury, aud not by a military command- 
er; or a drum head court-martial. The 
power to suspend the habeas corpus which 
Congress may do by the Constitution, but 
cannot delegate to the President, or any 
one else, it is proposed by this bill to au- 
thorize tho President to delegate to any- 
subordinate military authority — a power 
which he docs not himself possess. 

The sixth section provides that — 

“No sentence of death, pronounced by * 
court-martial upon any person or persons taken 
in arms as aforesaid, shall be executed before 
it has been submitted to the commander of the 
military department within which the convic- 
tion lias taken place, or to the Commanding 
General of the Army of the United States.” 

Sentence of death nu>y be passed upon 
any persou under these circumstances, 
wiili the approval either of the General- 
in Chief of the Army or of the subordi- 
nate military commander who may have 
the control of the district in which he is 
taken. 

Sir, I do not at present comment upon 
the seventh section, iu reg ird to persons 
put upon parole; nor the eighth section, 
which provides that any military com- 
mander may cause any person suspected 
of disloyalty to the United States to be 
brought betore him, and may administer, 
or cause to he administered, to such per- 
son an oath oi allegiance — a very peculiar 
oath — an oath not alone to support the Con- 
stitution of the United Stales, but to bear 
true allegiance to many other thiugs not 

C rovided for in the Constitution of the 
nited States. There is no legitimate oath 
which can be put upon any one except an 
olficer under the Government, aud that 
oath is limited to a support of the Consti- 
tution of the Uuited States; and I think 
the public liberties are at a low ebb w hen 
any military commander mty seize, 
throughout t lie length and breadth of the 
land, any citizen suspected merely, and 
compel him to kike such an oath as is pre- 
scribed in this bill. 

Then, Mr. President, without discussing 
the other points at present, how does it 
sum up ? Let me take the State of Ken- 
tucky, for example. That State is a 
miliury district. Suppose that, for any 
cause, the President may choose to say that 
that Slate is in a eon Jition of insurrection 
or rebellion, though she has 6ufiered 
enough from violations of the Constitution 
committed by the Executive; although she 
has been clinging with her characteristic 
fidelity to the Union of the States: lie is to 
he sole judge ol the facts; he is to declare 
that Kentucky, for example, D in a state of 
insurrection or rebellion. What follows? 
The military commander in charge of the 
United States forces in the district may 
then publish just such rules and regula- 
tions for the government of that Common- 
wealth us he may choose, making them 
confoimas nearly as he may, in bi* dis- 
cretion, to the existing laws of the State; 
and the civil authorities of that Stale are to 
be b juncl by the rules an.l regulations of 
this military commander, and it they do not 
execute them, he is then to see that they 
are executed by the military force under 
hi- command. 

What is .it, sir, but vesting first io the 
discretion oi the President, to be by him 
detailed to a subaltern military comm&n 
der, the authority to enter the Common- : 
wealth of Kentucky, to abolish the Slate, 
to abolish the Executive, the Legislature, ' 
and the judiciary, and to substitute just j 
6uch rules for the government of its peo 
pie as that military commander may 
choose? Well might the Senator front 
Delaware (Mr. Sauisbury) say that this bill j 
contains provisions conferring authority 
waich never was exercised in the worst 
days of Rome, by the worst of her dicta- 
tors. I have wondered why the bill was 
introduced. I have sometimes thought 
that possibly it was introduced for the pur- 
pose of preventing the expression of that 
riact^n which is now evidently going on 
in tnctpublic mind against vhtse procedures 
6o fatal to Constitutional liberty. The ar- 
my may be thus used, perhaps, to collect 
the enormous direct taxes tor which prep- 
aration is now being made by Congress; 
and if in any part of Illinois, or Indiana, 
or New York, ora r y State North or tkiulh, 
there shall be difficulty, or resistance, the 
President iu his discretion may declare it 
to be iu a 6tate of insurrection, till the civil j 
authorities may be ovet thrown, and his 
military commander may make rule 6 and 
regulations, collect taxes, and execute the 
la a s at his pleasure. 

Mr. President, geuilemen talk about the 
Uuion as if it was au end instead of a 
means. They talk about it as if it was the 
Union of these Stales which alone had 



brought into life the principles oi public 
and oi personal liberty. Sir, they existed j 
before, and they may survive it. Take 
c.are that in pursuing one idea you do not 
destroy not only the Conslitution of your 
country, but sever what remains of the 
Federal Union. These eternal and sacred 
principles of public and of personal liberty, 
which lived before the Udiod and will live 
forever and ever somewhere, must be re- 
spected; they cannot with impunity be 
overthrown; and if yon force the people to 
the issue betweeu any form of government 
and these priceless principles, that form of 
government will perish; they will tear it 
asuuder as the irrepressible forces of na- 
ture mid whatever opposes them. 

Mr. President, I shall not long detain the 
Senate. I shall not enter now upon an 
elaborate discussion of all the principle* 
involved in this bill, and all the conse- 
quences, which, in my opinion, flow from 
it. A word iu regard to what fell from the 
Senator from Vermont, the substance of 
which has been uttered by a great many 
Senators on this floor. What I tried to 
show some time ago has been substantially 
admitted. One Senator says that the Con- 
stitution is put aside in a struggle like this. 
Another Seuator says that the condition of 
affairs is altogether abnormal, and tfia*. you 
eaunot deal with them on constitutional 
principles, any more than you can deal by 
any of the regular operations of the laws of 
nature with an earthquake. The Senator 
from Vermont says that all these proceed- 
ings are to be conducted according to the 
laws of war; and he adds that the laws of 
war n quire many things to be done which 
are absolutely forbidden in the Constitu- 
tion; whien Congress Is prohibited from 
doing, and all other departments of the 
Government arc forbidden from doiDg by 
the Constitution; but that they are proper 
under the law ol war, which must alone be 
tbc measure of our action now. I desire 
the couutry, then, to know this fact; that 
it is openly avowed upon this floor that 
consttution’al limitations are no longer to 
be regarded; but that you are ac ting just as 
if there were two nations ni*on this conti- 
nent, one arrayed agaiuet the other: some 
eighteen or twenty million on one side, and 
some ten or twelve million on the other, as 
to whom the Constitution is nought, and 
the laws of war alone apply. 

Sir, let the people, already beginning to 
pause and reflect upou the origin and na- 
ture and the probable consequences of this 
unhappy strife, get this idea fairly lodged 
in their iniuds — and it is a true one — aud I 
will venture to say that the brave words 
which we now hear every day about crush- 
ing, subjugating, treason, aud traitors, will 
not be so uttered the next time the Repre- 
sentatives of the people and the States as- 
semble beneath the dome ot this Capitol. 

Mr. LANE, of Kansas. With the con- 
sent of the Seuator from Kentucky, I 
should like to ask him a question. 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. I prefer that the 
Senator from Kansas should not at preseut 
interrupt me. I &hall soon close what I 
have to say, and then he will be entitled to 
the floor. 

Then, sir, if the Constitution is really to 
be put aside, if the laws of war alone are to 
govern, and whatever may be doue by one 
independent nation at war with another, 
is to be done, why not act upon that prac- 
tically? I do not hold that the clause of 
the Cons'itution which authorize* Con- 
gress to declare war, applies to any inter- 
nal difficulties. I do not believe it applies 
to iny of the poliffc’ul communities, bound 
together under the Constitution, iu [Hiliti- 
cal association. I regard it as applying to 
external enemies. Nor do I believe that 
the Constitution of the United States ever 
contemplated the preservation of the U nion 
of these States by one half the States war- 
ring on the other half. It details particu- 
larly how military force 9ball be employed 
iu this Federal system of Government, nni 
it can be employed properly in no other 
way; it can be employed in aid of the civil 
tribunals. If there are no civil tribuuals, 
if there is no mode by which the laws ot 
the United Slates may be enforced in the 
manner prescribed by the Constitution, 
what follow^? The remaining states may, 
if they choose, make war, but they do ’it 
outside of the Constitution; and the Fed- 
eral system, as determined by the princi- 
ples and terms of that instrument, does not 
provide for the case. It does provide for 
putting down insurrections, illegal up- 
rislng8 of individuals but it doc* not pro- 
vide, in my opinion, cither in its spirit or 
in its terms, for raising armies by one half 
of the political communities that compose 
the Confederacy, for the purpose of subju- 
gating the other half; and the very fact 
that it docs not, is shown by the fact that 
you have to avow on the floor of the Senate 
the necessity for putting the Coustitution 
aside, and conducting the whole contest 
without regard to it, and in obedience 
solely to the laws of war. 

Then, if we are at war, if it is a ease of 
war, treat it like war. Practically, it is be- 
ing treated like war. The prisoners whom 
the Uuited States have taken are not hung 
as traitors. The prisoners which the other 
States have taken are uot hung as traitors. 
It is war. The Seuator is right in saying 
it is war; but, in my opinion, it is not only 
au unhappy but an unconstitutional war. — 
Why, then, all these proceedings upon the 
purl of the Administration, refusing to send 
or to receive flags of truce; rtfusing to 
recognize the actual condition of affairs; 
refusing to do those acts which, il they do 
not terminate, may at least ameliorate the 
unhappy condition in which wc find our- 
selves placed? 

So much, then wc know. We know that 
admitted violations of the Coustitution 
have been made, and are justified. We 
know that we have conferred by legisla- 
tion, and are, perhaps, still further by leg- 
islation to cooler, authority to do acts uot 
warranted by the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States. We have it openly avowed 
that the Constitution of the Union, which 
is the bond of Association, at least, be- 
tween those States that still adhere to the 
Federal U nion, is no longer to be regard- j 
ed. It is not enough to tell me that it has 
been violated by tliose communities that 
have 6cceded. Other States have not se- 
ceded ; Kentucky has not seceded; Illinois 
has not seceded ; some twenty States yet 
compose the Federal Union, nominally un- 
der this Constitution. As to them, that 
instrument’ iu its tet ms, and iu its spirit, 
is the bond of their connection under the 
Federal system. They have a right, as 
between themselves aud th ir co-members 
of the Confederacy, to insist upou its be- 
ing respected. If, iudeed, it is to be put 
aside, and we are to go into a great conti- 
nental s’ruggle, they may jr.iuse to inquire 
what is to become of their liberties, and 
what their political connections are to be 
in a contest made without constitutional 
warrant, and in derogation of all the urm6 
of the instrument. How can this be suc- 
cess fully controverted ? Though you may 
have a right to trample under loot the 
Constitution, audtj m ike war (as every 
power has a right to make war)agaiust the 
Slates that have seceded, have you a right 
to violate it as to any ot the adhering 
Stales, who insist upon fidelity to its pro- 
visions? No, sir. 

Mr. President, we are on the wrong 
track ; we have been from the beginning. 
The people begin to see it. Here wc have 
been burling gallaut tcllows on to death, 
and the blood of Americans have been 
shed — for what ? They have shown their 
prowess ^respectively— that which belongs 
to the race — ana ebowing it like men. But 
for what have the United Stat es soldiers, 
according to the exposition wc have heard 
here to-day, been shedding their blood, 
and dieplaying their dauntless courage? 
It has baeii to carry out principles that 
three-fourths of them abhor; for the prin- 
ciples contained iu this bill, aud continu- 
ally avowed on the floor of the Senate, are 
not shared, I venture to say, by one fourth 
of the army. 

1 have said, sir, that we are on the wrong 
tack. Nothing bur ruin, utter min, to 
the North, to the South, to the E ist, to I 
• the West, will follow the prosecution <.f 
this contest. You may look forward to 
innumerable armies ; you may h*>k for- 
ward to countless treasures — all spent for 
the purpose of dtsolatiug aud ravaging 
this continent ; at the er d leaving us just 
where we are now : ('r if the forces ol the 
United Slates are successful in ravaging 
the whole South, what on earth will be 



done with it after that is accomplished ? — 
Are not gentlemen now perfectly satisfl- d 
that they have mistaken a people for a fac- 
tion? Are they uot perfectly satisfied 
that, to accomplish their object, it is ne- 
cessary to subjugate, to conquer — ay, to 
exterminate — nearly ten millions of peo 
pie? Do you not know it ? Does not every 
body know it ? L-t ua pause, anl let the 
Congress of the United States respond to 
the rising feeling all over this land in fa- 
vor of peace. War is separation ; in the 
language of an eminent gentleman now no 
more, it is disunion, eternal aud final disu- 
nion. We have separation now ; it is only 
made worae by war, and an utter extinction 
of all those sentiments of common interest 
and feeling which might lead to a political 
reunion founded upon consent and upon 
a conviction of its advantages. Let the 
war go on, however, and soon, in addition 
to the moans of widows, and orphans all 
oyer this land, yon will hear the cry of 
distress from those who want food and the 
comforts of life. The people will be ena- 
ble to pay the grinding taxes which a fa- 
natical spirit will attempt to imp »e upon 
them. Nay, more, sir ; you will see fur- 
ther separation. I hope it is not “the sun- 
set of life gives me mystical lore,” but in 
my mind’s eye I plainly see “coming 
events cast their shadow before.” The 
Pacific slope, now, doablless, is devoted 
to the union of States. Let this war go 
on till they find the burdens of taxation 
grea er than the burdens of a separate 
condition, and th* y will aesert it. Let th« 
war go on until they see the beautiful fea- 
tures of the old Confe >rtcy beaten out of 
shape and comeliness by the brutalizing 
hand of war, and they will turn aside in 
disgust from the sickening spectacle, and 
become a separate nation. Fur at twelve 
months longer, and the already opening 
difference that yon sec between Ne*» Eng- 
land aud the great Northwest will devel- 
ope themselves. You have two Cooieder 
acies now. Fight twelve months and you 
will have three; twelve months longer and 
you will have four. 

I will not enlarge upon it, sir. I am 
quite aware that all I say is received with 
a cheer of incredulity by the gem Linen 
who represent the far Northeast; but let 
the future determine who w is right and 
who was wrong. We are making our rec- 
ord here ; I, my humble one, amid the 
sneers and aversions of nearly all who si*r- 
round me, giving my votes, and uttering 
my utterances according to my convic 
lions, but with few approving voices, and 
surrounded by tcowls. The time will soon 
come. Senators, when history will put her 
fiual seal upon these proceedings, and if 
my name shall be recorded there, going 
along with yours as an actor in these 
scents, I am willing to abide, fearlessly, 
her Anal judgment. 

I shall detain the Senate, sir, but a few 
moments in answer to one or two of the 
observations that fell from the Senator 
from California — 

Mr. BAKER. Oregon. 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. fhe Senator 
seems to have charge of the whole Pacific 
coast, though I do not mean to intimate 
that the Senators from California are not 
entirely able and willing to take care of 
their own State. They are. The Senator 
lrom Oregon, then. 

Mr. President, I have tried on more than 
one occasion iu the Senate, in parliamen- 
tary aud respectful language, to express 
my opinions in regard to tne Federal sys- 
tem, the relations of the States to the 
Federal Government, to the Constitution, 
the bond of ihe Federal political system. 
They differ utterly Irom those entertained 
by the Senator from Oregon. Evidently, 
by his line of argument, he regards thl-i 
as an original, uot a delegated Govern- 
ment, and he regards It as clothed with all 
those powers which belong to an original 
nation, not only with those powers whi*-h 
are delegated by the different political 
cominuuii : es that compose it, and limited 
by the written Crnstilution that forms the 
bond of Union. I have tried to show that, 
in the view that I take of our Govern- 
ment, this war is an unconstitutional war. 
I do uot think tht Senator from Oregon 
has answered my argument. He asks, 
what must we do? Ao we progress south- 
ward and invade the country, man we 
not, said he, carry with us all ;he lawi of 
war? 1 would not progress south. yard 
and invade the country. 

The President of the United .States, as I 
agaiu repeat, in myfjudgnient, only ha-3 the 
power to call out the mil.tary to assist the 
civil authority iu executing ihe laws ; aud 
when the question assumes the magnitude 
and takes the form of a gr. at political 
severance, and nearly hall' the membera of 
the Confederacy withdraw themselves 
from it, what then ? I have never held 
that one State or a number of Starts have 
a right without cause to break the com 
pact of the Constitution. Bat what I 
mean to say is that you cannot then un- 
dertake to make war in the name of the 
Constitution. Iu my opinion th*'y are out. 
You may conquer them ; but do not at- 
tempt to do it uuder what { consider false 
pretenses. However, sir, I.will not en- 
large upon that. I have developed these 
ideas again and again, and I do not care to 
reargue them. Hence the Senator and I 
start from entirely different staud-points, 
and his pretended replies arc no replies at 
all. 

The Sena* or asks me, “ what would you 
have us do ?” I have already intimated 
what I wonld have us do. 1 would have 
us slop the war. We can do it. I have 
tried to show that there is none of thu; 
inexorable necessity to < uuinua this war 
which the Senator seems to suppose. I do 
not hold thit constitutional liberty on 
this continent is bound up in this fratrici- 
dal, devastating, horrible contest. Upon the 
contrary, I fear it will find its grave in it. 
The Seuator is mistaken in supjxising that 
we cun reunite these St ites by war. He is 
mistaken in supposing that’ eighteen or 
twenty million upou the one side can sub- 
jugate ten or twelve million upon the oth- 
er; or, if they do suhjngite them, that you 
can restore constitutional government as 
our fathers made it. Yon will have to 
govern them as Territories, as suggested 
by the Senator, If over they are reduced 
to the dominiou of the United States, or, 
as the Senator from Vermont called them, 
“those rebellious provinces of this Uni an,” 
in his speech to-day. Sir, I would prefer 
to see these State* all reunited upou true 



constitutional principles to any other ob- 
ject that could be offered me in file ; and 
to restore upon the principha of our fath- 
ers, the Union of these States, to me the 
sacrifice of one unimportant life would be 
nothing ; nothing, sir. But I infinitely 
prefer to see a peaceful separation of these 
States, than to see endless, aimless, de- 
vastiug war, at the end of which I sea th^ 
grave ot public liberty and of personal 
freedom. 

The Senator asked if a Sen-tor of Rome 
had uttered these things in the war be- 
tween Carthage and that power, how wo-ald 
he have been treated? Sir, the w:r ba- 
tween Carthage and Rome was altogether 
different from the war now w aged betweeu 
the United States and the Confederate 
States. I would have said— rather than 
avow the prineiple that one or the other 
must be subjugated, or perhaps both de- 
stroyed— let Carthage live, au-d let R me 
live, each pursuing its own course of policy 
and civilization. . 

The Senator says that these opinions 
which I thus expressed, and have nereto- 
lorc expressed, -are but brilliant treason; 
and that it is a tribute to the character o! 
our institutions that I am allowed to utter 
them upon the Senate tloor. Mr. Presi- 
dent, if I am speaking treason, I am uot 
aware of it. I am speaking what I believe 
to be for the good of my country. If l 
am speaking treason, I am speaKiug It in 
my place in the Senate. By whose indul- 
gence am I speaking? Not by any m in’s 
indulgence. I am speaking by the guar- 
antees of that Constitution which seems 
! to be here now so little respected. 

' And, sir, when he asked what would htva 
been done with a Roman Senator 
who had uttered such words, a certain 
Senator ou this floor, whose courage has 
much risen of late, replies in audible tone*, 
“he would have been hurled from the Tar 
\ peiau rock.” Sir, if ever wo find an Amer- 
ican Tarpeian rock, an I a suitable victim 
is to be selected, the peop'e will turn, uot 
to me, but to that Sen-dor who, according 



to the measure of his intellect and his 
heart, Las been the chief author of the 
public misfortunes. Jle, and m-m like 
him, have brought the country to its pres- 
eut condition. Let him remember, too, 
sir, that while in ancient Rome the defend^ 
era of the public liberty were some times 
tom to pieces by the people, y c t their 
memories were cherished in grate iul re- 
membrance; while to be hurled from the 
Tarpeian rock was ever tlio fate of usurp- 
ers and tyrants. I reply with the just in- 
d i gnat ion I ought to feel at such au insult 
offered on the floor of the Senate f hamber 
to a Senator who is speaking in his place. 

Mr. President, I shall not longer detain 
the S€D«itc. My opinions are my own — 

I ilo not believe that I have uttered 
on*: opinion here in regard t® this 
contest that does not reflect the sen- 
timent of the people I have the honor to 
represent. If they do, I shall rind mv 
reward in the fearless utterance of them 
opinions; if they do not, I am net a man to 
cling to the forms of office and to the 
emoluments of public life against my con- 
victions and my principles; and I repeat 
what I uttered the other day, that if indeed 
the Common wealth of Kentucky, instead 
of attempting to mediate in this unfortu- 
nate struggle, shall throw her energies into 
the strife, and approve the conc.nct and 
sustain the policy of the Federal Adminis- 
tration in what I believe to be a war of 
subjugation, and which is being proved 
every day to be a war of subjugation and 
anwihib»lh»n, she may lake her ciu-se. I 
urn her son, and wifi share her Jest nv, 
but she will be represented by some other 
man on the floor ol this be mac. 

Gen. Zollfcoffer's Proclamation to 

the People of Ka>t Tennessee, 

Gen. Zollieoffer, who has the command 
of the Department of E ist Tennessee, has 
issued this proclamation: 

7*o the P'ojde of East Tennetute: 

In assuming command of the military 
forces of this division. I cannot forbear an 
earnest appeal to all who have preferred 
the old Union, no longer to resist the re- 
cent decisions at the ballot box by over- 
whelming majorities of the people of Ten- 
nessee. The military authorities are not 
here to offend or injure the people, but to 
irsure peace to their homes, by repelling 
inv ision and preventing the introduction 
of the horrors of civil war. Treason to 
the State cuunot, will Dot be tolerated.— 
But perfect freedom of the ballot box has 
and will be accorded, and no man’s rights, 
property, or privileges shall be disturbed. 
All who desire peace cm have peace, by 
quietly and harmlessly pursuing their liw- 
ful avoc itions. But’ Tennessee, having 
taken her stand with her sister State* of 
the South, her honor and safety require 
that no aid shall be given within * her bor- 
ders to the arms ot the tyrant Lim oln. 

We have asked ot the North a recogni- 
tion of our political equality, and have 
been refused. We have asked lor terms 
merely uuder which we could enjoy a sens® 
of safety to our property and time honored 
institution.', but in vain.' Under such cir- 
cumstances the States of th * South resolv- 
ed to submit no longer to long repeated 
and vexatious intermeddling witn our 
rights. The North was deaf to justice, 
because they believed they laid the power 
to crush us if we rebelled. With terri fic 
threats they moved great armies upon us. 
Those armies have been driven back, with 
havcck and consternation. Utaveu has 
smiled upou the South — blerain^ her with 
rich harve-ts and heroic ions. The Nor h 
is already shaken as wi ha palsy— her lue 
arrogant soldiers filled with appreluuraion — 
her kite boasted revenues dwindled to a 
stem necessity for direct taxation. Can 
there be recreant sons of Tennessee who 
would strike at their brothers while thus 
struggling for Southern honor aud inde- 
ptadeacc? or who would inv it* tho 
over the border, to Inaugurate war and 
desolation amid our own fair field*? There 
can be but few such. If auy. it were bet- 
ter for their memory hul ’thcy perished 
before >ucli diahoaor. L**t not the Union 
men of the late contest at the ballot box, 
among whom I personally know so manv 
to be patriotic and true men, be carried 
along by excitement or passion Into so de- 
plorable an extreme. Though differing 
upon the late political questions, we «re all 
Tennesseeans. For the honor and glory 
of Tennessee let u? be, as heretofore, 
shoulder to shoulder in battle, or peace- 
fully at home, not sorrowing wheu victory 
perches oa the standards of Tennessee 
regiments.

The sehoon-r Bowditch sailej from New 
York on the 3d inst., for St. Ann’s Bay, Ja- 
maica, and on the lthh encountered a hur- 
ricane, when a tremendous w ive boarded 
her and washed the house off' the deck, 
and took both mists with it.

Perkin*, 
who was also washed overboard, succeed- 
ed in gettiug bold oi the main boom, and 
subsequently, alter much difficulty, in ro- 
g fining the dick of trie vess*-L The 
schooner now lay in the trough of the sea, 
which w is making a clean breach over her. 
The deck lord was wash vl overboard, and 
the fresh water ca-ks share l the same hue. 

On the lltb, the weather cleared up, ad 
the sea went down, but there was nothing 
in sight, and a search for food revealed the 
unpleasant fact that me food could not be 
got at, a* the vessel was full of water. — 
CnpL Perkins did uot suffer m ica for food 
aud water for the first two Jays, out on the 
third day the craviDgs of hung er and the 
desire to have something to queued his 
thirst, became very paiufn!; nevertheless, 
be bore up manfully, expecting to soou 
fall in with some passing vessel. In this 
weary watching, and want of food and 
water, did eight lcug days pass before any 
tel'ef presented itself. 

The schooner C. Fantmzzi hove in sight, 
supposed she was a wreck ana would kuvo 
passed her, but Capt. Parkins mode sig- 
nals with a plank. This attracted the at- 
tention of the schooner, and ouruuuin; 
down, Captain Perkins was foa ij in a va- 
ry emaciated condition, 'awl the sea had 
w ashed nearly all ot the clothing from his 
body, lie w:is taken on board and careful- 
ly nursed, and arrived at New York on 
Saturday.

Such are some of the effects upon the 
N yrih Ol the withdrawal of the Southern 
States from the Uuion and theiciugura- 
tion of w or. The effects upon the rev e. ucs 
cl the Government — derived mainly liom 
duties npao imports — is not less observa- 
ble. The receipts from customs into the 
Federal Treasury will not reach half 
enough to pay the ordinary expenses of 
the Government. It is true, a high tariff’ 
has been enacted; bat no revenue can be 
drawn from it, for there are no imports 
lrom which a revenue can be derived. The 
General Gove rnment is, therefore, c< r»- 
pelled to resort to loan bills, income, dir<- t 
and excise taxes, and these mxes arc tc be 
ex ' or ted from a people already threatened 
with bankruptcy; whose manufactures < a 
crippled, and w nose commerce L-s dwin- 
dled to nothing. 

These are some of the consequences re- 
sulting from the present unhappy condition 
of public at! lire. They might have been 
'.verted by the exercise of a wise foresight; 
hut it scciU6 that “maduers has ruled the 
hour,” and our men in authority, instead cf 
fee King to devise same plan by which the 
cv.ls which threaten us mty be yet averted, 
arc blindly, recklessly, and wickedly briDg- 
ing our Government into an interminable 
war, and into irretrievable bankruptcy. 



TheGioat ID action at the North— 

The People Demanding Peace. 

Wcilst the Lincoln Administration and 
its supporters are beet on prosecuting the 
war against the Southern States, it is truly 
grati’yl: g to observe that a movement for 
peace l as beon irnugurated in the North, 
and that a vigorous peace party is being or- 
ganiz'd,* hick is rapidly gathering ttreLgth 
and will soon exert a controlling political 
influence. The movement in ih.e North iu 
fiiv r of peace has originated with the peo- 
{Je, nrt the politicians. We have already

I ursuits of the North ; trade- is paralyz d ;

Thousands ol meebaoie-s arc thrown out of 
employment, and destitution and suffering 
prevail to an alarming extent. It is no 
wondc-r that the people of the North are 
beginning to move in favor of the restora- 
tion of peace, and in time their influence 
w ill be felt at Washington. We have every 
confidence that the people of the North 
w ill, within the next six months, force 
Limolu to conclude a treaty of peace w ith 
the Cc-ufede.ru e States. 

Everyday 6trt-ngthens the peace move- 
ment. The people of the North see that 
the Government is on the verge of buck 
ruptcy; «i d tiait to save its waning credit 
it is civet to- resort to direct taxation. 
They d o sec that the Son: born States can 
i either be brought back into the Union 
nor subjugated by the armies of the North;

A gentleman who was on a visit to South- 
ern Kentucky aud Teuuesscc communi- 
e-ates this intelligence to the St. LouL Re- 
publican : 

I presume that I will not be liable to the 
imputation of Secessionism in saying t Ira*. 

I was most kindly aud politely treate-d by 
the* Southerners I mil, aud in no instance 
molested in nnv manner. 1 w as nol alto- 
gether prepared, however, for the intensity 
of the- bitterness of feeling which appears 
to prevail everywhere against the North 
aud the people of the North. 1* is daily 
on the- increase, and pervade* all classes, if 
appearances can be trusted, not excepting 
negroes. Towards Cairo there exists a . 
sp cial spite, as the locat ion of the block- 
ade which lias deprived the South of so 
many necessities, conveniences and luxu- 
ries. II peace were declared to morrow, 
it would pro habit" be years before Cairo I 
could sustain with the South the same 
fricudlv business and social relations that 
evicted before tbe war. 

Tlie people arc almost unanimous in 
expressing tbe b .lief tbrt it is Impossible

for tbe South to lie whipped, and in de 
cltring tbeir intention to fight to the death. 

At Columbus I did not bear a single 
Union sentiment expressed. There are, 
however, a very few Union men at that 
place. Columbu* has furnished lour com- 
panies for the Southern army, one of 
which was at the battle of Memv-sns. To 
one, company, called the “Columbus 
Rifles,” is to be presented a splendid silk 
banner, from New Orleans, one of the 
finest company flags I ever saw. 

A truthful gentleman, who resides in the 
vicinity of Columbus, aud who was at 
the Bui! Run fight, stated tba‘ after the en- 
gagement he counted no less than 1.117 
dea l bodien of Federal troop* in art out 
field, and aided iu burying two hundred ot 
iht in. 

Numbers of men, principally Miss uri- 
nes, arc g. irg touih d rily, by the Mobile 
and OaioEiilrcad, to join the Sou’hern 
army at Memphis. The Missourians : ill go 
into Col. Bowen’s brigade, which wa* ex- 
tobefllled up L>st ttek Thirty- 
live left Columbu* out nigh , mostly Camp 
Ja;ksou men. They go partly 011 loot 
through Missouri and Cairo, aud many 
ir:\ i. gone openly on the Ghent y. 

It is poor policy to underrate an enemy, 
and papers that have been persistently rep- 
leseciing the extreme destitution of tile 
Southern troops, their want of clothing, 
arms, and the necessities of life, impose 
upon those t he y are seiidiug down to fight 
them. Through Tennessee they are in istly 
well uuiforim-a with neat grey frock coats 
and pants. There is no doubi that they 
are well armed, many of them having wea- 
pons of the very best quality; and as' far u» 

I could discover, there was no lack of 
something to cat. However ii may be 
elsewhere, the discipline at Union City 
(G'-c. Cheatham's camp) is very strict. 

At Memphis there had bsen for several 
dsys an embargo laid on travel by General 
lhilow, 1 r -par aory 11 his invasion of Mis- 
souri. No oue was permitted to leave the 
city without a pas.-jiorr, and few could get 
away at all. I conversed, however, with 
a number of gentlemen, a '1 responsible 
men, who left on the day the expedition 
sailed. Their ideas of the destination of 
Billow’s force ditl'ered widely, and it is 
probable that no one kuew anything about 
it except Geu. Pillow himself. The princi- 
pal talk was of attacking Bird's Point, and 
Cairo, and man}' were exultant in the be- 
lief that this “Abolition hole” was soon to 
be burned out. Saturday was the latest day- 
fixed for the > xeeution of this kind intent. 

1 have very good reason for believing, 
however, that Pillow has no designs upon 
Bitd's Point or Cairo, but wishes to get 
hold of the led mines, and to fight Lyon 
and Sigel. The Missouri men with him 
talked largely of “gobbling up” the Dutch 
at 8 *. Louis. 

The numbers composing the expedition 
have been overrated. It was expected that 
there would be 13,000 men at New Madrid 
on Friday, including 1.0(X) cavalry. Tin 
MLsissippiaas and Tennesseeans who 
went over were a fine body ot men, judg- 
ing from specimens. Pillow h is pieuiy of 
good field artillery. 

' Gen. Fremont’# force— say nearly 10,000 
men, including the regiur ml? there before 
— are all at Bird’s Point, dcnr.g wel 1 , aud 
full of tight. They have been uighi:y ex- 
pecting an attack, bul ii begins to oe prob- 
able Ural they will have to go out to find 
the foe.

A Curious Story— Suppressing Dis- 
patches — Lord L)ons Demands Iris 
Fuss ports. 

We take the following c-uriou* story from 
the St. Louis Bulletin of Thursday: 

We have been permitted to make the 
following extracts from a letter received 
in this eiiy a few days since. We regard 
it as entirely reliable: 

Washington', Aug. S. 

* * * * Amoug the on dits circu- 
lated in this city, is one of much impor- 
tance as showing the wisdom of our Pre- 
mier in bis conduct of foreign negotia- 
tions. 

It appears that the day of the battle of 
Manassas was that fixed lor the sailing of 
the Cuuard steamer. The news ot first re- 
ceived was so mucu iu favor of the Feder- 
al*, that certain prominent Northern men 
raised *1,500 to pay the expenses of detain- 
ing the boat till Monday, and telegraphed* 
the arrangement to this city. W hen the 
tide ol battle turned, and it became evident 
that the “Forward to Richmond” nr<.ant 
“back to the Potomac,” au imperative mes- 
sage was sent by the authorities here, to 
seud the steamer oil' immediately. She 
sailed, therefore, without any news. 

Tbe British Consul at New York imme- 
diately telegraphed this fact to Lord Lyons, 
who in turn dispatched to Halifax to detain 
the steamer at that point until his dis- 
patches should arrive there. 

When he had received correct informa- 
tion regarding the battle, he took a dispatch 
to the tel( graph cilice aud supposed it 
would be sent immediately. Suiuething 
occurring to arouse his susp.cions, he, ac- 
companied by Lis 6 tcreury, drove to the 
telegraph office and riquesved that his dis- 
patches should be relocated from Halifax. —

This time it 
comes from Springfield, Mo., and “ Col. 
Rousseau, " ss a Jeffersonville dispatch 
ftfivs, has the information that Gen. Lyon 
lias done great things. It is remarkable, 
indeed, that this important news should 
emanate lrom that obscure village, Jeffer- 
sonville, and quite a? remarkable that Col. 
Rousseau should alone possess the intellr 
gence that all the Lineolnites would be too 
glad to know. Of course, the whole coun' 
try wouldn't be informed of the fact if the 
Fcderals had won a victory ! But they 
will never experience that gratification. 

It is highly probable a battle has been 
fought, and the silence of the telegraph is 
assurance that the Federal forces have been 
defeated. 

More .Hen for Lincoln. 

We mentioned that a large body of cav- 
alry from Casey county, which were en 
listed in support of the Lincoln govern J 
ment, were on their way to the Federal en- 
campment in Garrard county. 

A cot respondent writing from Xicholas- 
Tille, eat s sixty men ol the same kind 
}«sscd through that place on Thursday 
bight. TLeir destination is Garrard coun- 
t), where there is a considerable body ol 
men from Nicholas, Bourbon, and Mont- 
gomt ry counties. 

Several thousaud stand of arms have 
been sent by the Federal Government in 
that direction ; but whether they are in- 
tended for the East Tennesseeans, who are 
in retx Him or for the Kentuc ki jus, we 
are ur able to say. In either case it is clear 
the Lincoln Administration is carrying 
out a plan which will end in civil war. But 
w hat is that to Lincoln ?— a man who vio-
